witness to their crime by dealing 
death to the lad as they had his, 


father. 

Farmer Dennifield lived with hisx 
son on a rented farm a mile from 
Dacula. He was distrustful of banks 
and kept his money on his person or 
beneath a board in his room. He was 
separated from his seeond wife, who is 
at present living in Boldspring. Ga. 

_ Friday night he was in Dacula, buy- 
ing provisions. No one had seen him 
since. until Sunday -afternoon whe 
Joe Bowen, a farnier

the Dennifield chimney 

. and he went up to the 
house and peeked in a window. On 
the floor sprawled Dennifield, lifeless. 


Returns to Dacula. 


Bowen did not enter. Instead he 
returned to Dachla and told Chief of 
Police Taylor Whitley what he had 
seen. Together ther returned to the 
Dennifield house. They found Denni- 
field had been beaten to death with 
what was presumed to be an ax. The 
bandits had dealt him one blow be- 
neath the chin with the edge of the 
weapon. almost decapitating him. 
Then they crushed his head. 

In an adjoining room. flung on a 
eot with his head smashed by the same 
weapon, lay John Dennifield. the 
farmer's son. Across his lifeless body 
stretched his two faithful hounds. 
alive but silent. 

Deputies Dick MeGee and B. F. 
Criswell were called by Chief Whitley 
hbecanse the case was out of his juris- 
diction. 


Farmer Dennifield is thought to 
have been killed Friday night, on his 
return from Dacula. He was fully 
clothed, but he died fighting for the 
room in which he was found was in 
wild disorder and bore evidence of a 
tough. struggle. 

Fed His Stock. 

As the deputies reconstructed the 
scene, Dennifield had qnartered and 
fed his stock and entered the house 
where his son had already removed 
shoes and overall jumper preparatory 
to going to . 

The handits are believed to have fol- 
lowed Dennifield into the house. Only: 
one door was ajar. The ficht in 
which the farmer was slain followed. 

The lad, frightened, dove into a pile 
of lint in an adjoining room. After 
Dennifeld had heen put out of the 
way, the pair dragged the Jad from 
the cotton mound and forced him to 
tell them where Dennifield’s meager 
fortune was hidden.

()fficers stated however that the 
prisoner was a young man of 25 years, 
the son of a Los Angeles doctor, a 
military school and university man 
and known in the past to bave com- 
mitted offenses against young girls. 

Acting on information which they 
said came from a confidential source, 
a squad of Los Angeles officers to- 
night descended on Tijuana, actoss the 
Mexiean berder from San Diego and 
began combing the dives there for a 
clue to the killing. 

The dismembered legs and arms of 
little Marian were found today scat- 
tered in well wrapped packages along 
a roadway where they apparently had 
been tossed by the 12-year-old school 
girls kidnaper and slayer last night 
after he had collected $1,500 ransom 
from her father. 

Tossed On Lawn. 

The torn body was tossed on a lawn 
near the Parker home last night by 
the murderer just after he had ob- 
tained $1,500 eash from the childs 
father, a banker, who met the kid- 
naper by appointment on a designated 
corner. The father was told the child 
was asleep in the kidnaper’s machine 
and wonld be released in front of the 
Parker home. When the father rushed 
up to pick up the child he found her 
body horribly mutilated. 

With public feeling at what the po- 
lice said was the highest pitch ever 
aronsed by a Los Angeles crime, the 
reward offered for the arrest of little 
Marian’s slayer mounted today to 
neurly $25.000. Of this almost $20.- 
000 was promised by persons who 
answered an appeal broadcast by radio 
station KFWB. Large sume were 
sent in by film stars to swell this 
fund. A newspaper posted an addi- 
tional $5.000 for the arrest and con- 
viction of the slaver. 

Police are now working on the 
theory that three persons may have 
been involved in the kidnaping.

Weather Delays Pontoons. 

Pontoons dispatched from New 
Londen, Conn., and Brooklyn, N. Y., 
were delayed by wind and rough seas, 
but finally reached here late tonight. 

lt was admitted that raising the 
submarine by pontoon, especially in 
the prevailing weather eonditiona, 
would require considerable time. Rear 
Admiral Frank H. Brumby, in charge 
of the work of salvage, said every 
effort would be made to speed up the 
work. 

During the more than 24 hours 
that the men on board the S-4 were 
imprisoned before their messages were 
heard, hope and despair had alter- 
nated in the heart of those directing 
salvage operations. 

The first ray of hope came when 
early today the hull was located by 
means ef an anchor. Later the S-8, a 
sister ship of the S-4, was able to re- 
ceive replies to signals, divers whe 
went down from the mine sweeper 
Faleon signaled by means of ham- 
mers and received replies from the 
forward terpedo compartment, Final- 
ly the actual messages were ex- 
changed. 

The report of the rescuers that 
there was a large hole on the star- 
board side of the S-+4 under the con- 
trol department led to the belief that 
a large number of the erew must have 
perished in the collision. While there 
was no definite proof that men were 
not still alive in other parts of the 
hull, officers said it was unlikely that 
compartments other than the forward 
torpedo section had escaped flooding. 


Stiff Breeze Blowing. 


A stiff breeze was blowing tonight, 
stirring up a heavy chop in the open 
sea off Wood End. where the sub- 
marine went down. Three mine sweep- 
ers, with the Falcon in the center, 
acted as the base for diving o - 
tions. The submarine tenders Wan. 
dak and sushell were auchored some 
distance off, while four coast , 
cruisers moved about. Strong search-

THE SOUTH LEADS. 

Speaking recently before the So- 
ciety of American Foresters, at 
Portland, Oregon, Colonel William 
B. Greeley, chief of the United 
States forest service bureau, de- 
clared the South, without the same 
degree of organized effort as in the, 
west and northwest, was showing | 
the most development in conserva- 
tion, protection and reforestation. 
In this connection he said: 

“In the southern’ pine belt, indus- 
trial or busines forestry has been 
far ahead of public effort. That re- 
gion has few laws relating to the 
protection of forests in comparison 
with the northern and western states, 
and forestry has not been featured in 
public education to any similar de- 
gree; but yet the south is probably 

making faster progress in timber 
growing than any other part of the | 
couhtry.” 

This is true, and there are many 
contributing factors. Forest trees 
grow more rapidly in the yellow 
pine belt than in any other section, 
of the country. 

There is a general multiplication 
of forest industries which has per- 
mitted better utilization than in 
other parts of the country. By reason 
of this fact timber values are in- 
creasing so rapidiy that the large 
land owner realizes the economic 
advantages of protecting second 
growth; and also in planting and 
replanting trees. | 

Economic factors are pushing the 
South into practical forestry. Many 
companies in Georgia and in other 
States in the southeast have entered 
into the problem with great care 
and have definitely embarked upon 
a policy of sustained yield. 

Thefe has come about in this sec- 
tion in the last few years a general 
change of, public opinion toward 
land problems. A _ general public 
appropriation has developed to the 
effect that a great deal of land, 
especially cut-over lands, cannot be 
put into farms as profitably as in 
the growing of timber. 

The fact is, it has been demon- 

. strated that the growing of pine will 
yield more yearly, in board feet at 
prevailing prices, than the average 
Georgia yield of cotton to the acre 
at 25 cents a pound. 

It is gratifying to the south that 
Colonel Greeley, whois the nation’s 
Outstanding practical as well as of- 
ficial forester, recognizes the prog- 
ress the south is making in this im- 
portant industry, and has had the 
nerve to go into the heart of the 
northwestern timber belt and speak 
it out, plainly and unequivocally. 

Georgia for many years ignored 
the urgency of forestry legislation, 
but when it did see the light it 
adopted a progressive, sound policy 
and today leads the entire south in

Our men, money and 
material$§ will be, almost without 
doubt, rigidly withheld from the 
warring nation, and not allowed to 
get to them even through neutral 
European or American sources. 

If there is no other way to en- 
force the peace of the world and 
save mankind from massacre but to 
starve the belligerents, it will be the 
duty of this potential people to em- 
ploy the starvation plan. 


OUR HALF OF ONE PER CENT, 

The annual report of Commis- 
sioner Blair, of the federal internal 
revenue bureau, shows that the 
people of Georgia pay one-half of} 
i per cent of the internal taxes of 
the nation. 

Taking into account that the pop- 
ulation of the state is 2.66 per cent 


of the nation, Georgia payments 
seem to be much below a normal 
pro rata. But when the composition 
of our population is considered, the 
percentage is higher than one-half 
of 1 per cent for those who actually 
pay the internal taxes. 

In fact less than 20,000 individ- 


reported gross taxes taken out of 
Georgia. And that gross sum rep- 
resents $4.50 per capita for the 
whole population of the state. 

The amount of taxes thus paid 
out of Georgia to the federal gov- 
ernment is made up of $13,698.- 
661.49. of income. taxes and 
$578,388.71 of miscellaneous taxes 


But even that statement does not 
pay a great sum of the taxes paid 


ers of goods that we buy from deal- 
ers in Georgia with the original 
taxes concealed in the prices we 
pay. 

For instance, North Carolina pays 
to the federal treasury only $19,- 
204,557.27 of income taxes, but 
pays $186,447,118.19 in miscella- 
neous taxes, the great bulk of which 
are the taxes paid at the factories by 
her large manufacturers of tobacco 
products. On all those products 
that are marketed in Géorgia—and 
they amount to an enormous vol- 
ume—every chewer and smoker 
who buys them refunds the tax to 
the North Carolina manufacturer, 
who is the primary payer. 

Of course. the same thing occurs 
in the case of any other goods, 
made by corporations in other 
States, that are bought by the peo- 
ple of this state as their ultimate 
consumers. 

Thosé facts constitute the re 


gia, independent of the fact that 
very few of them pay any income 
tax, are personally concerned to 
have the corporation tax reduced to 
the lowest figure compatible with 
safe government financing. 

Practically every person, inclua- 
ing the new-born babies, are more 
or less dependent, for. necessaries, 
comforts and services, upon the 
709,894 corporations that are pay- 
ing now 134 per cent of their net 
incomes in taxes to Uncle Sam, and 
therefore every material reduction 
of that heavy rate will be profitably 
felt by all the people in their annual 
budget of living costs.

BROCK AND SCHLEE 
AGAIN DELAY FLIGHT 


Daytona Beach, Fla., December 18. 
(P)—Westerly winds that have held 
William 8. Brock and Edward &, 
Schlee, globe-trotting aviators, earth- 
bound since Wednesday, continued to- 
day, forcing another postponement of 
their attempt to break the world’s en- 
durance flight record. 

A shift of winds was predicted in 
the official government forecast re- 
ceived by .the fliers and they went 
to the beach at daybreak cpecting 
to hop-off on a flight “to nowhere,” 
they hope to continue for 60 to 65 
hours, but instead of a north wind, 
they found the same westerly breezes 
sweeping the beach.

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It is unfortunate that there should 
be any controversy between the com- 
missioner of agriculture and the board 
of entomology. “The latter means too 
‘much to the ic welfare of the 
state to have its activities curtailed, 
or to have the morale of its per- 
sonnel in any way lowered through 
misunderstandings that should be and 
ought to composed. 

There is no fight in Georgia so 
great as that of the whole people 
against pests, insects and fungus 
growths. The boll weevil is only one 
example, ‘There are hundreds, The 
peach and apple and pecan growers 
know of them, and would throw up 
their hands in holy horror and leave 
the state but for the good offices of 
the board of entomology. | 

In the vegetable belt, where mil- 
lions of dollars are being spent to- 
day in the reclamation of ‘the old 
rice plantations, the board of en- 
tomology is the ane and only port of 
rescue, and but for it the millionaire 
investors who are down in that coun- 
try trying to add to Georgia's pro- 
ductivity, and fo her purchasing ca- 
pacity, would literally pull up stakes 
and leave. 1 know what I am talking 
about. These people have written 
me, and called upon me, and urged 
that the department of entomology not 
be embarrassed in the great work it 
is doing for Georgia faMmers and 
orchardists. 

- - * 

Professor ID. M. Delong, of the 
Ohio State university, in a most re- 
markable article in a recent issue of 
the Scientific Monthly, discussed at 
length and with attractive appeal the 
relation of entomology to industry. I 
wish every reader of The Constitu- 
tign could read it from top to bottom. 
Tt°would furnish so much insight into 
a science, and into a service, about 
which most people know xo little. 

From the time that Dr. Harris, who 
has been termed the father of eco- 
nomic entomology in America, pub- 
lished his treatise upon injurious in- 
sects in 1841 to the present day, the 
development in this field of. applied 
science has been remarkable. 

The greater part of this develop- 
ment, too, bas taken place during the 
last. thirty to thirty-five years. The 
problems have become more diversi- 


[fied and complicated and the inter- 


relation of entomology to the funda- 
mental and agricultural sciences has 
become more pronounced. 

This rapid development has been 
brought about chiefly by the applied 
phases: of the subject and their ap- 
plication to the problems of life and 
industry, until at the present time the 
scope of the field has become so 
broadened that it touches and affects 
many phases of industry. 

The scientist who has not been 
working directly in the field is prob- 
ably not aware of the vast numbers 
of different industries affected by in- 
sect problems, but when one begins 
to look about to find those that are 
affected to more or less degree, the 
surprising thing is to find how few 
have escaped either slight or serious 
losses or have failed to be affected. 

* * o 

Losses from insects, of one kind 
and another, to agriculture each year 
is estimated at two billions of dol- 
lars. Think of it! And but for the 
efficient work of the boards of en- 
tomology it would be fifty times 
greater. Jn other words there would 
be no agricultural production in this 
country but for the work of the en- 
tomological scientists who wage a 
successful war against insects and 
pests. I wish more people could un- 
derstand and appreciate that fact. 

We might consider briefly several 
of the industries which are out- 
growths of the farm or whose busi- 
ness is built upon the manufacture 
or handling of farm products. All 
animal industries are of such a na- 
ture. 

Insect parasites attacking cattie af- 
fect our sources of meat supply by 
reducing the vitality of the animal 
and by actual destruction of the 
muscle in the ease of parasites like 
the warble fly. 

In like manner the amount and 
quality of milk production is reduced, 
so that dairies ahd creameries are re- 
quired to face the insect problem in 
regard to their supply as well as the 
possibility of insect infestation or con- 
tamination of their retail product. 

All the leather and leather prod- 
ucts industries are affected by in- 
sect parasites that puneture and eat 
holes in the hides. Where this oc 
curs, scar tissue is formed which ren- 
ders this portion of the hide worth- 
less so that the value is greatly re- 
duced, This is one of the most strik- 
ing losses in the cattle industry at the 
present time, 
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the start since | 
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The meat packing industries are af. 
fected by the insect problem in at 
least two ways: the attatks during 
the animal's life, and more especial- 
ly the meat products after the animal 
is slaughtered, 

The soap manufacturing industries 
and all similar types where animhl 


fatc or oils are uséd in manufactur- 
ing various products are similarly af- 
fected, 


. The fur industries suffer severe 
insect attacks. 

The external parasites of course 
are important in this respect during 
the life of the animal, causing dis- 
eases like mange and scabies, which 
destroy the animal's fine glossy coat. 
But the problem which causes most 
s¢.e.e economic loss probably is. the 
destruction of furs after they have 
been made into coats and other ar- 
ticles of clothing. In the same man- 
ner we might mention tie losses to 
all types of vegetables and fruits 
caused by insects. many loeali- 
ties antl during various sea. ts aphida 
or other pests may cause the loss of 
er‘: » fields of beans, spinach 
celery or other crops. The fruit 
losses due to insects are enormous, 
especially in view of some of our 
most recent importations like the 
oriental fruit moth and Japanese 
beetle. All the pickling and pre- 
serving industries can be ineluded in 
the same type of problem so far as 
insect losses are concerned. 

The dried fruit industries and 
canned dried fruits have presented 
some puzzling problems of control. 
Dates and figs, apricots, peaches, ap- 
ples, prunes, etc., suffer losses both 
during the growing season and stor- 
age. Fruits coming from Mesopotamia 
on grain freighters are seriously in- 
fested when they arrive and treatment 
is difficult. The storage problem is 
therefore becoming more serious in 
many cases, 

The industries manufacturing grape 
juices and other fruit juices and fruit 
extracts, and the flavoring extract in- 
dustries must consider the _ insect 
problems. We find that the insect 
infestations reduee markedly’ the 
sugar content of fruits and ag a con- 
sequence the quality of the product 
is inferior and the value is greatly 
reduced, Fruit of this kind is often 
refused by industrial plants even un- 
der a contract price. 

The baking industries are aff ‘ed 
directly in one way, due to the in- 
sects which attack wheat in the field 
or storage. In another way they are 
affected by in-ccts infesting figa and 
other fruits. In the process of mak- 
ing fig newtons, for instance, the law 
no longer requires an insect-free prod- 
uct but states that the infestation 
of stored products insects must be be- 
low a certain percentage since it is 
practically impossible to keep them 
insect-free,

other nut industries are severely af- 
fected by nut weevils, case bearers 
All the sugar in- 
dustries and those where sugar is 
used in mannfacturing candy and oth- 
er products must face the insect pests 
in the form of the sugar-cane insects, 
the beet leaf hopper, and many other 
field pests, as well as stored products 


products. In this Georgia is peculiar- 
ly interested, 

Many industries are affected by the 
stored grain insects which belong to 
several groups. All granaries, flour 
and grain mills, grain elevators, 
cereal packing houses, warehouses, 
seed stores and even grain freighters 
on our hich seas and all the indus- 
tries handling these products have 
been brought face to face with the 
insect problems and have had to de- 
vise means and apparatus for inter- 
mittent control measures in these 
plants. 

To the average biologist it seems 
practically inconceivable that a small 
insect could become so abundant and 
such a pest as to clog the machinery 
of a mill and necessitate the closing 
of operations for a short period to 
eradicate these insects. But such has 
been our American experience with 
several of the silk-spinning type of 


larvae. 


Let us realize just what this fight 
against insects and pests mean in 
Georgia, and Jet us not discount the 
controlling influences of the depart- 
ment of entomology. The Lord 
knows what we would do without it, 
Under its present management it is 
functioning finely, and I trust it will 
continue to do so. I know, and am 
almost intimately acquainted § with 
Kugene Talmadge, commissioner of 
agriculture. He is a fine and earnest 
public official, and as commissioner of 
agriculture I know he wants to serve 
the people of Georgia to the best ad- 
tantage. 

I know and am an intimate friend 
also of Dr. E. Lee ‘Worsham, the 
state entomologist. He is one of the 
best in the United States, and is so 
recognized by the federal government. 
He was at one time president of the 
national conservative conference, an 
honor that*will go down in bistory, 
and, as a science graduate of the 
University of Georgia and subsequent- 
ly of Cornell, he is one of the out- 
standing scientists of America. 

He is doing a great work in Georgia

Tax Bill Shows How 


Washington, December 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-There was much surprise ex- 
pressed in some quarters over the 

»seemingly easy pas- 
sage of the tax bill 
by the house, with 
reductions largely in 
excess of those sug- 
ested by Secretary 
fellon, approved by 
the president and 
but slightly increased 
in the bill as re. 
ported by the ways 
and means com- 
mittee. 


But the bill was 
attacked from both 
sides of the house, 
The democrats, led 
by Congressman Gar- 

oa ner, made changes in 
the corporation taxes, while Congress- 
man MeLaughliv, republican, from 
Michigan, the habitat of the monster 
automobile industries, succeeded in 
having the 3 per cent sales tax on 
automobiles wiped out _ teetotally. 
That took out of the revenues a clean 
$66,000,000. 

Then the bill got an overwhelming 
majority on final passage and 
over to the senate with reductions 
amounting to $289,770,000 instead of 
the $225.000,000 recommended by the 
administration and the $232,725,000 
reported by the ways and means 
committee.

Now will come a tug-of-war in the 
senate and current opinion is that a 
big contingent of that body is lying 
in wait with depth bombs to sink 
—_ more of the taxes carried in the 
idl. 

There are senators known to be 
eager to further reduce the corpora- 
ton taxes. They are not satisfied 
by the 2 per cent sealing from 13 1-2 
to 11 1-2 per cent on corporation net 
incomes. They want the rate fixed at 
a flat 10 per cent, claiming that such 
a reduction would be a real and sub 
stantial lifting of taxation from all 
the millions of the people who have 
to daily buy the goods and services of 
the corporations, the latter passing the 
tax to the people. 

Other senators wish to cancel all 
admission taxes and taxes on club 
dues—in fact, all forms of excise 
taxes, which they consider direct and 
class taxation. 

What the bill will look like when 
it finally emerges from the senate 
threshing machine, no one can now 
predict, but it is certain to be as

From 
St. Louis to San Antonio it 1 ap- 
proximately 725 miles, and if a stop 
should be made at Brownsville the lap 
from San Antonio to Brownaville 
would be about 285 miles. 

From San Francisco to Tampico the 
air distance is 425 miles and the last 
lap from Tampico to Mexico City is 
about 220 miles.

The Navy has a three-year rule, a 
larger student’ body but younger stu- 
dents. 

The Army has no three-year rule, 
a smaller student body but elder stu- 
dents. 

The principal charge against the 
Army is that the Cadets have an ad- 
vantage over the Midshipmen because 
of their greater football experience 
and consequently the Navy does not 
have an even change of winning. 

Harry Wilson, the bounding back 
from Denn State who went to West 
Point with three years of varsity ex- 
perience and played four more years, 


is the. most striking example used by 
Navy men to point to the unfairness 
of the rule. 

If Wilson hadn’t been on duty last 
November at the Polo grounds, the 
Navy might bave won its first football 
victery since 1921.

Before Wilson there were Elmer 
Oliphant, who starred at Purdue for 
years and then entered the military 
academy to fire a volley of broad- 
sides into the Navy over a period of 
years.

On Envelopes, Says Expert 


To use—or not to use—corner ad- 
dress cards on envelopes of advertis- 
ing letters is a subject on which di- 
rect mail advertisers differ, accord- 
ing to 8, Guthman, president of@the 
Atlanta Envelope com any. After 
making a thorough analysis of both 
sides of the question, Mr. Guthman, 
who is an authority on direct mail ad- 
vertising, unhesitatingly recommends 
that all envelopes be printed with cor- 
ner cards. 

“Many advertisers feel that if their 
return card is printed on an enve- 
lope the prospect will immediately 
recognize it as containing advertising 
matter and will not open it,”.

to send the letter to the dead letter 
offices Last year more than twelve 
million+ letters containing § circulars 
and advertising matiter—all mailed at 
first-class rates—were disposed of by 
the department as waste. Figuring the 
cost of materials, printing, .Jabor and 
postage at % cents each, a very con- 
servative figure, the total loss amount- 
ed to more than $600,000, . according 


t. the Direct Mail Advertising asso- 
ciation, 

“If return chrds had been used on 
envelopes, the advertisers would have 
been able to correct. their mailing 
lists and save themselves future loss 
in mailings.” 

“Our answer to the advertiser who 
wishes to omit the return eard,” Mr. 
Guthman continued, “is that if ‘the 
envelope is of real quality, and the 
return card attractively printed, the 
appearance of the envelope will be so 
inviting that the prospect cannot help 
bunt open it. Any mailing piece 
worthy of first-class postage certainly 
deserves a first-class envelope. This 
opinion~is not only based upon our 
own experience and the records uf 
the postoffice department, but upon 
the results obtained by large direct 
mail advertisers who always use the 
return card on their envelopes.”
